According to a motion by 
Councilman Noren Eaton, the 
dog catcher would be hired on 
a month-by-month basis, at a 
cost not to exceed $60 a month. 

The action followed a verbal 
complaint by R. K. Wheeler, 

672 Brookside Lane, who said 
he represented a group of prop¬ 
erty owners in the Canyon who 
were “dissatisfied with the dog 
situation.” Unleashed dogs, Mr. 

Wheeler stated, are a constant 
source of danger to Canyon 
children, and his son already 
has been bitten.

McMillan pointed out that the 
number of complaints has 
steadily increased since ser¬ 
vices of the dog catcher were 
last suspended.

Last week's governmental order curtailing postal service was 
attacked Saturday night at the monthly banquet of the San 
Gabriel Valley District Postal Employees' Association. 

Sierra Modre was host for the meeting, and the dinner was 
prepared and served at the Masonic Temple by women of the 
Order of Eastern Star. 

The 113 guests present were 
welcomed by Sierra Madre 
Postmaster Eddie D. Robertson. 

Principal speakers were Mrs. 

Bernice Harris, North Holly¬ 
wood Postmistre.ss; and Everett 
J. Burns, national chairman of 
the Benefit Association of the 
National Association of Letter 
Carriers. 

Mrs. Harris analyzed the de¬ 
partmental order for reorgani¬ 
zation and curtailment of the 
postal service. Absolving the 
Postmaster General from direct 
responsibility for the situation, 
she pointed out that 96 per 
cent of department expendi¬ 
tures is for salaries and the 
transportation of mails. 

The former item. Mrs. Harris 
said, is controlled exclusively 
by Congress; the latter by the 
Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion. 

"And yet. Congress has re¬ 
fused to revise postal rate 
structures to secure adequate 
revenues from unprofitable

1939 has been “negligible,” the 
volume of mail has increased 
to the point where revenues 
are 110 per cent above 1939. 

She pointed'out the “serious 
consequences” of the proposed 
reorganization which would 
“surplus” approximately 10,000 
postal employees.

scarce as sympathy. An open- 
in'K' between houses was con¬ 
sidered a good stop when fire 
broke out, and fire fighters 
like to see the wide spaces be¬ 
tween. However, progress must 
go on. 

And now since the “Main en 
Street” has been ‘zippered’, 
someone .suggests that we move 
the fire plug from in 
the business houses, 
idea, but will the pressure stand 
it? Not the water pressure, but 
the other kind. 

This gives us an idea to ex¬ 
plain to people why a certain 
length of .space must be left 
open at a fire plug. It was 
surprising to learn how many 
did not know that in order to 
get the pumper close enough 
to attach the suction hose is the 
season. 

A large hose is necessary to 
do pumping and this is a spec¬ 
ially made hose that needs to 
be attached to the fire plug 
and the engine. It ‘zat clear? 

If it were not for that, we 
could possibly lay a line 
through any ordinary auto win¬ 
dow after the glass was brok¬ 
en. When you park, it may not 
be a bad idea to think that a 
fire may start before you re¬ 
turn. 

Fires do start and just be¬ 
cause there are few here is no 
sign that we are not going to 
have one some day. If we do 
not, we are that much better 
off. And if we do, let it not 
be because we have not been 
thinking about it. 

One of the quickest respon¬ 
ses made by the fire depart¬ 
ment was made last Sunday 
when the majority of the men 
attended the Wistaria parking 
lot with a standby fire truck. 

At the sound of the alarm, the 
truck was off and at the .scene 
in less than two minutes. 

A fire in the Canyon area.

rooms with necessary equip¬ 
ment and additional ground 
space as required to meet the 
standards of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education. 

The Sierra Madre School Dis¬ 
trict can well afford the pro¬ 
posed expenditures and the an¬ 
nual cost to the individual 
property owners will be small. 

The bonding capacity of our 
school district is $387,000. Bonds 
presently outstanding total 
$72,000, and with the addition 
of $86,000 as now proposed, our 
outstanding bonds will be $158,- 
000, an amount much less than 
one-half of our bonding ca¬ 
pacity. 

It has been suggested that 
we secure state aid which is 
available to distressed school 
districts, but by reason of the 
fact that our present bond in¬ 
debtedness is small, no help is 
possible from this source. 

It is estimated that the tax 
levied for school purposes must 
be increased approximately 
$1.25 per thousand of assessed 
valuation to meet the interest 
and amortization charge on the 
new issue, and this charge of 
perhaps $3.00 per year fof the 
average home owner is certain¬ 
ly one which should be gladly 
met. 

The need for the new class 
rooms is urgent as is seen by 
the school population figures.

“Are You Watching Your 
Dollar” was the subject of a 
talk presented at Tuesday’s 
meeting of Kiwanis by W. B. 
Whitesell representative of the 
Southern California Commis¬ 
sion on the Hoover Report. 

Mr. Whitesell, a Los Angeles 
insurance man, explained the 
background and findings of the 
Hoover Report on governmental 
spending and organization. 

"The 12 men on the original 
commission,” Mr, White.sell em¬ 
phasized,” were chosen on the 
basis of ability, rather than 
politics. There was an equal 
representation of both Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans.” 

The speaker said if recom¬ 
mendations made in the report 
were carried out, between 3 
and 4 billion dollars could be 
trimmed each year from gov¬ 
ernmental spending. 

He cited "numerous instan¬ 
ces” in the various federal 
agencies where carelessness 
and inefficiency have resulted 
in staggering losses to the tax¬ 
payer. 

"In one bureau, a slight er¬ 
ror in bookkeeping w’as detect¬ 
ed which accounted for a def¬ 
icit of $700,000,” Mr. Whitesell 
stated. "Another Instance un¬ 
covered by the Hoover Com¬ 
mission revealed a huge ap¬ 
propriation going for a non¬ 
existent agency.” 

He urged Kiwanians and all 
citizens to write their Congress¬ 
men requesting that recom¬ 
mendations made by the Com¬ 
mission be carried out.

The Sierra Madre NEWS is
